The oe also contains an analysis of the methodology 
for uncovering CIA officers under diplomatic cover, an inter- 
view with a Cuban intellizence officer who infiltrated the CIA 
for ten years, and continues the Bulletin's exclusive column, 
Naming Names, which reveals CIA personnel never before named 
in France, Italy, India, Venezuela, "1 Salvador and Jordan, 
as well as transfers of exposed CIA personnel to Switzerland, 
Philippines and Argentina.
